The mantis, accordlns to Or. Henry 


Skinner, of tho Academy of Natural 
Sciences, has no stlns. hut ban a rath- 
er large mouth and will bite If an- 
noyed. Several weeks ago u woman 
living In Geriuantown became terrllU-rt 
when ono of tho InsectH tlew against 
her arm. She declared that th<> bun 
atuns her and that her arm waa bad- 
ly swollen for several liayH. 
Not a day has passed that several 


persons with tho Insects In bottles 
have not come to the Academy to 
have their pots examined. The mini- 
tis lives on smaller Insects, Biich ns 
Hies, mosquitoes and gnats.

Hillocks of Vegetation. 


At. this time of the year farmers are 


ousy making miniature mountains on 
their holdings, mountains that will bo 
scattered over Ihe countryside before 
the winter is over. 


The mountains In question aro those 


formed of vegetable produce that must 
bo kept for several months, and sold 
as occasion requires. 
Potatoes, be«t- 


root, carrots and turnips are raised 
from the ground in Septcmbrr nnd 
stored. 


The farmer calls his hillock of vege- 


tables a "clamp." He makes It on a 
piece of high BCPjjnd near the home- 
stead, so that f?"may not be flooded, 
and many a big grower has clamps a 
quarter of a mile long. 


First, a shallow ditch Is dug on Ihn 


piece of land selected. The base of this 
Is lined with straw, and upon the straw 
the roots nre heaped up firmly 
and 


carefully, till they resemble an elon- 
gated cone. 


Over tho sides of tho cone more 


straw Is laid, and on that again earth 
or. better still, tufts, with their grassy 
sides inwards. 
Bricks will not keep 


out front, but straw will, and a well- 
madi! clamp Is frost proof, and 
also 


damp proof. .
